In Nation 


Madison — Wisconsin paid $298.58 


per million to produce 572,269,123 
fish in 1936 against a national av- 
erage cost per million of $821.34, the 
U. S. Bureau of Fisheries reports 


The national record credits the 


fisheries division of the Wisconsin 
Conservation department with the 
largest fish production of any state 
in the union. Minnesota was sec- 
ond with 502,930,398. 


Wisconsin's fish production this 


year is about double the production 
of last year to which the bureau of 
fisheries report refers. 


Federal records show a wide var- 


iance in fish production of differ- 
ent states and the cost of produc- 
ing fish. 


Five states produced less than 2,- 


000,000 fish each—Alabama, Arizo- 
na. Florida, Indiana and Louisiana. 


A total of 19 states among the 


37 listed as artificial fish producers 
by the federal bureau produced less 
than 10,000,000 fish each for the 
year. 


Indiana produced 1,694,383 fish at 


a cost of $23.612.75 per million; Il- 
linois 8,884,000 fish at a cost of 
$3.376.85 per million; Iowa 87,027,079 
fish at a cost of Sl.011.20 per mil- 
lion; Michigan 226.673,585 fish at a 
cost of $1,213.19 per million; 'Penn- 
sylvania produced 318,817.601 fish at 
a cost of $787.13 per million.

stantially downward. 


What the public little realizes, 


however, is that the method of cut- 
ting the deficit is a most unhealthy 
one. Expenses aren't being reduced 
at all, in fact, the president's latest 
figures show they are very much 
higher for the current fiscal year 
than he thought last January or last 
April that they would be by now. 


Increases Dangerous 


These increases in expense are 


dangerous, fiscally speaking, be- 
cause the federal government can- 
not hope to continue to collect such 
big tax receipts as it is now gath- 
ering. The American people, for in- 
stance, will be contributing during 
this fiscal year more than $1,000,- 
000,000 in social security taxes on 
payrolls. Theoretically this money 
goes into a trust fund but the gov- 
ernment is obliged by act of con- 
gress to invest the funds in its bonds 
bearing 3 J per cent interest. So in ef- 
fect the government issues bonds to a 
trust fund set up by the treasury

A world war is bound to hurt us im- 


measurably and continue to hurt for gen- 
erations after it terminates. 


But whatever the loss occasioned to us 


may be if the rest of the world engages 
in armed strife we need to be reminded 
that greater pains and greater losses will 
follow unfailingly if we enter the con- 
test. 


We must never minimize those greater 


losses. We must look straight at them. 
They consist of the constant and unlim- 
ited destruction of wealth, human as well 
as other. 


Nor should we overlook the excellent 


asset that we will own if we go through 
the next war convulsion without partici- 
pation. We will have regained the self- 
respect we lost on another occasion. 


Give the boys credit for improvement and 


don't believe everything you hear on the radio. 


I sincerely doubt that a truly great team 


represents the state. It takes all-American 
tackles to make tip that kind of a ball club 
and such tackles aren't playing at Madison. 


Considering, however, what has happened to 


Notre Dame and Minnesota and others—par- 
ticularly Notre Dame^-I'd say that the record 
compiled so far this season is enough to make 
perfectly acceptable anything that happens 
from now on in.

HEREDITY IS A CHANCY 


THING 


Silver fox farms, of which there 


are thousands in America, have 
found how difficult it is to obtain 
real silvers by breeding. When a 
good looking pair of silvers mate 
there is only a fair chance that a 
silver will result—very likely the 
result will be a cross and a red. The 
characteristic hair which 
distin- 


guishes the silver is an acquired 
characteristic. One school of mo- 
derngenetics would deny that ac- 
quired characteristics or characters 
are inherited or transmitted to off- 
spring at all, that belief or view is 
of course extreme. However, no- 
body knows enough about genetics, 
evolution, heredity or eugenics to 
warrant arbitary assumptions one 
way or another. It is well to re- 
member that Gallon's "law" and 
Mendel's "law" are merely theories 
which attempt to explain the work- 
ing of inheritance. Those who be- 
lieve in evolution think acquired 
characters are transmitted. 


This controversy is more familiar 


in the perennial debate upon the 
question "Is heredity or environ- 
ment the more important factor in 
determining character?" 


Guinea-pigs, foxvls and other ani- 


mals with a comparatively short 
cycle of life or development and 
rapid rate of multiplication, 
are 


handy material for experiments in 
genetics. Man is so long-lived and 
so slow in development and repro- 
duction that he is not available for 
scientific material. Plants that re- 
produce themselves in a short sea- 
son are good material for the gene- 
ticist 
Mendel made his observa- 


tions chiefly on peas he cultivated 
in his garden. Bacteria, thc simplest 
or lowest form of life (call it ani- 
mal or vegetable as you prefer) 
multiply so rapidly that 
a 
few 


weeks' study of bacterial cultures 
in the laboratory may be compara- 
ble with the entire written history 
of mankind, so far as the science 
of heredity is concerned. 


Actual mutations; change from 


one species into another, are thus 
readily observed in bacteriological 
experiments. 
For 
instance, 
by 


means of 
chanced environment 


varied culture media, varied condi- 
tions of light moisture, pabulum 
or food, temperature, pure cultures 
of the common and harmless hay 
bacillus may undergo mutation in- 
to the virulent streptococcus in thc 
course of a few weeks. 


In practical bacteriological work 


it is an established principle that 
the virulence of a given type or 
strain of disease germ may be in- 
creased or decreased by modifying 
the environment under which Ihe 
germ is cultured or grown. 


From a guinea-pig's eye view or 


an Andalusian bird's eye view of 
the question it would seem lo me 
that acquired characters or charac- 
teristics, skill, lalent good trait* 
and bad. noble tendencies and evil 
arc unquestionably transmitted thru 
inhcriJancc—but least of all from 
parents or grandparents. We must 
credit nearly everything we in- 
herit to our forebears away back 
of our grandparents or greatgrand- 
parcnts, in my opinion. About all 
our parents and grandparents can 
do about it is lo provide the best 
environment of ^-hich they are cap- 
able.

La Guardia is an American-born 


Italo-Jewish son of an army band- 
master. Politics has been his life 
work and living since before the 
war, and like many another politi- 
cian he was a congressman and ex- 
city alderman until, in 1933, he rode 
the crest of a reform wave into the 
mayor's office on a fusion ticket. 


As the mayor of the country's 


largest city, he drew a given 
amount of attention, but the New 
Deal style suited him, and soon lie 
became the speaking voice of a lib- 
eral following like nothing so much 
as the liberal following of President 
Roosevelt in the national field. 


He put a restraining hand on the 


police, so union pickets came to see 
in him their special benefactor. For 
the six million or more citizens un- 
der his jurisdiction, he was entitled 
to draw generous portions of New 
Deal relief and reconstruction mon- 
ey, and he spent it speeding up the 
city's traffic arteries and in opening 
400 playgrounds and pools for the 
poor and the half-privileged. 


He promised economy and relief 


from reputed Tammany wasteful- 
ness, but, in tune with the national 
administration, permitted total ex- 
penditures to climb. He chose police 
and fire commissioners from the 
career men in the departments, 
rather than rewarding political sup- 
porters, and went out of the state to 
snap up highly-recommended health 
and prison executives. 


Played Ball Hfe Way 


Hi« loyal supporters concede, 


however, that he was willing to 
"play ball" to a degree for political 
purposes down in tHe lower patron- 
age ranks.

them and shut the door of hope in 
their faces and had no further part 
in their lives. 


A "one-man-submarine suit." 
The water pressure grows as a 


person goes down into the sea. 
In time it is so great that it would 
bring death to a man who went 
down without being guarded by a 
diving suit, or casing of some other 
kind. 


A century ago an inventor named 


Augustus Siebe finished work on 
what is known as "the first divins 
suit." He had been working on it 
for 18 years. 


The diving suit opened a new 


chapter in the story of the sea. 
It meant that men could learn new 
facts about deep water. It 
also 


meant that treasure could be tak- 
en out of sunken ships—if 
the 


ships had not gone down too far. 
Since Sicbe's day, better 
divin? 


suits have been made and at pres- 
ent men often go to depths of from 
100 to 300 feel. Deeper dives than 
300 feet have been made, but they 
are not common. 


A diver dresses warmly when he 


is getting ready to go into water 
which is deep and cold. Often he 
wears two sweaters, and two or 
three pairs of socks, besides other 
pieces of warm woolen clothing. 


A heavy copper helmet, 
with 


windows in it, is part of the com- 
mon diving suit. There is also a 
pair of heavy boots with lead soles 
which weigh about sixteen pounds 
apiece. As the diver goes down a 
ladder, "sinkers"' are slung over 
his shoulders so that one hangs 
over his chest while the other is 
across his back. A standard weight 
for each sinker is 40 pounds. 


The diver's helmet is made with 


great care. An air valve leads in- 
to it from an air 
pipe which 


stretches to the ship above. Com- 
pressed air is sent down the air 
pipe. This gives the man air to 
breathe, and it also makes 
the 


pressure inside the 
diving suit 


equal to the pressure 
of 
deep 


water. 
The deeper the man goes 


the greater the air pressure must 
be. 


Modern diving helmets arc fit- 


ted with telephones. 
The 
diver 


can talk with people above. 


Some modern diving suits are 


known as "iron men" 
or 
"one- 


man-submarines." These suits gi.re 
better protection to the men who 
use them. They do not, however, 
allow the divers to turn or bend 
so easily.

around in my cup. I suddenly had 
a lost appetite sensation of never 
wanting to sec a ctipof tea again. In 
fact I just lost myself in the crowd 
and left the dining room. Since 
then I've been wondering what you 
would have thought Do you ap- 
prove of lea-bags? Or do you ad- 
vise spoons full of loose fresh tea 
put in the tcapol? In short, have 
lea-bags been accepted br hostess- 
cs of 


properly, no! "Properly" 
means 


out oi sight in a teapot, and in a 
private house, with the tags and 
most of the strings cut off. At a 
large tea. bags are excellent for 
several reasons. First, they elim- 
inate the use of a strainer—which 
is always a nuisance when it is 
necessary to pour for a great manv 
people. Second, it takes only a 
moment to throw the used bags into 
the garbage pail and rinse the tea- 
pot, whereas it takes exasperating 
minutes to empty a teapot of all its 
cling-tight tea leaves.

Members of the club were inter- 


ested in the report on physical de- 
fects given by Mrs. Dudley which 
showed 62 defects of vision, only 37 
of which were corrected the fol- 
lowing, year. Examination of 1.269 
school children in 1935-36 revealed 
288 remedial defects of which 189 
corrections had been made a year 
later. Last year 1,650 examinations 
were made with the discovery of 
366 defects, chiefly of nose, throat 
and vision. The physical examina- 
tion work has just begun this year 
and there are no figures yet on the 
number of corrections made. 


Daily Inspection 


Health work carried on in the 


schools includes daily morning in- 
spections, permits from nurse or 
doctor for re-entry after three days 
of absence 
from 
school.

testing, hearing testing, correction 
of physical defects, 
immunization 


work, prevention of the spread of 
communicable diseases, tuberculin 
testing and dental hygiene. Nearly 
85 per cent of human illness

"Many children are dull and slow

It was a proud moment for Presi- 


dent Wilson on that November day 
in 1920 when he convened the first 
ordinary assembly of the League of 
Nations in Geneva, permanent home 
of the world peace organization.

sented. Before the year was out, six 
'more were to be admitted to mem- 
bership. Few could foresee then 
that within another year Wilson's 
hopes for American adherence to 
the league he had 
fathered—the 


crowning work of his life—would 
go glimmering in defeat at 
the 


hands of the United States senate. 


But despite American aloofness, 


the work of the league went on. 
There were many triumphs in store 
for it, many setbacks. There were 
some days when the outlook for Us 
existence seemed hopeless. 


League Acts In 42 Crises 


In the period 1920-37, the league 


has functioned with varying sue- i 
cess in 42 international crises, rang- 
7 


ing in significance from the Aland 
Islands dispute between Sweden 
and Finland (which resulted in a 
notable gain in league 
prestige) 


through German rearmament, two 


sanctions, bogged down in Ethiopia, 
the prestige of the league would 
have been incalculable. As it was. 
the Italian victory raised the cry 
that the league was dead.

The offer furnishes an opportuni- 


ty to purchase a 70-bed sanitorium— 
61 beds now. and 9 more as soon as 
the Dr. Wallbridge house is utilized 
for a nurses' home. 


River Pines is completely equip- 


ped and staffed. According to Dr. 
T. L. Harrington of River Pines, the 
building of a 70-bed sanitorium will 
cost today between $140.000 
and 


$210.000, which does not 
include 


land and the equipment. 


There have been rumors that two 


of the three counties considered 
have given some thought to trans- 
forming the County Home for the 
Aged into a sanitorium. If this is 
done, alterations necessary to make 
the building suitable for the tuber- 
culous sick and the building of a 
surgical unit will cost a consider- 
able sum. According to P. O. Peter- 
son, manager of the county farm, 
the present residents are a group of 
people who will not be cared for by 
present social security measures and 
there will be need for the county 
farm as such for years lo come.
